Workers, James O'Grndy of tho Brit- 
ish Trades Congress and James Simp- 
son were presented and they made in- 
teresting addresses. 
Mr. O'Grady ad- 


vocated the adoption of political ac- 
tion by the unions. 


"We have taken n leaf out. of the

tary party," hn said, "and by thu force 
nf united political action we hope to

New York, Nov. '12.—In tho work 


of retrenchment which the officials 
of the United States Steel corporation 
have ordered and planned It Is pro- 
posed to reduce tho annual pay roll 
of tbo giant corporation about $l!i.- 
000,000 or slightly more than 10 per 
cent of tho wages paid last year. 


At a representative meeting oC all 


tho important steel and Iron manu- 
facturers of tho United States prlco 
schedules were ratllled and approved. 
No further cuts will bo made and It 
was agreed to maintain prices. 


It also was decided by officials of 


tho United States Steel corporation 
to merge tho American/Tlnplnto com- 
pany and the American Sheet iJteel 
company into ono organization. It is 
expected that tho consolidation will 
become effective about Jan. 1.

HE storming of Mission 


Nov. UT,. 1803, was a most dra- 
matic war event ami one to

tlon. Chattanooga's peculiar location, 
a valley with encircling heights, was a 
scene adapted to spectacular display, 
Confederates on the heights and 1'cd 
crals In the valley and .on opposing 
hills could witness every movement of 
friend and foe. The fortllled 


terrors If It did not hold 


them, so tin? element of danger was 
not lacking. Neither was the daring to 
fact- the danger* lacking In the IHIJ-S I" 
blue, who had the uplill.l end of It. 
I'hll Slirrld.ni was the stage hero of 
Mission ridge, looking at It on Its the- 
atrical side. Of course it was no opera 
houffe occasion. There were the Coll 
federate heights crowned with real 
wide awake battalions and real loadei 
guns to be taken by the fellows down 
In the valley. <!rnnt had given orders 
to Thomas and UN generals to lent 
their men through shot and shell to tho 
base of I lit? mountain and await fur 
thcr commands. When the soldier* 
reached 
the base they 
halted for 


breath, but panted for the glory or the 
satisfaction of going to the very crest 
They went to the crest, much to thv 
surprise and the annoyance as well of 
the "general In chief, without full au- 
thority. 
Now. In a battle crisis soldiers can t 


be sticklers for red tape routine. They 
look to their Immediate superiors for 
points, and under some Impulse never 
yet explained the men of T. J. Wood » 
division led off In concert and began to 
climb the hillside. Soldiers often come 
to the state of not knowing when to 
stop, even though going ahead means 
death. But Wood's soldiers do not ad- 
mit of Impulse alone as the Inspiration 
for their unauthorized charge to the 
summit of Mission ridge. They re- 
ceived tacit orders, and the credit Is 
given to Wood of having said some- 
thing to sot the fun n-golng. 


Sheridan's division Joined that of

Thomas' troops rushed up the sides 


of Mission ridge and over the enemy's 
works with an enthusiasm rarely seen 
In modern armies. 
One strong Incen- 


tive had been given in 'the failure 
shortly before this magnificent charge 
of an* attempt by Sherman's army to 
capture Tunnel hill, a detached part of 
the ridge. 
General Thomas declared 


that he saw six regimental Hags of his 
army planted simultaneously on the 
Confederate parapets. 
More followed 


quickly, for there was an exciting race 
between the regiments to get their ban- 
ners to the top first. 


One of Sheridan's soldiers who was 


present that day In the ranks of the 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Ohio 
nays that Sheridan passed along the 
line of the regiment on his way to the 
left flank to spur up the men, who 
Deemed to bo giving way after the cap- 
ture of the works at the base of the 
hill.
